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THE  NAME  OF  ROYER 


The  surname  ROYER  was  in  most  cases  of  French  origin  and 
derived  from  the  occupation  of  its  first  bearers  as  wheel¬ 
wrights  or  makers  of  wheels.  In  some  instances,  however,  the 
name  is  said  to  have  been  identical  with  the  German  Ryer , 
Reyher ,  or  Reye r ,  which  is  of  obscure  origin.  Possibly  the 
German  name  was  a  corruption  of  the  French  or  of  the  Nether¬ 
landish  Reyers ,  "Son  of  Reyer’V.  Certainly,  Ryer  is  found  in 
France  at  an  early  date  and  v/as  then  used  with  the  purely 
French  prefix  du,  "of  the",  which  would  indicate  a  possible 
local  derivation. 

In  ancient  European  and  early  American  records  the  name 
appears  in  the  various  spellings  of  Rohier,  Rouyer,  Reier, 
Reiheri  Royere ,  Royers,  Reyers,  Reyerze,  Reyersz,  Reyer,  Ryer, 
Ryerss,  Ryerse.,  Reyher,  Rayer,  Royer,  etc.  Of  the  forms 
mentioned,  the  last  is  that  most  frequently  in  evidence  in 
America  today.

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Sebastian  Royer,  a  bilingual  (French  German),  with  four 
sons  emigrated  from  the  Palatinate  to  America,  in  the  year  1718. 
(The  Palatinate  was  a  province  to  the  north-east  of  France  on 
the  river  Rhine,  adjoining  Baden). 

His  wife  died  in  Germany,  but  after  his  arrival  in  America, 
he  remarried.  The  name  of  his  second  wife  was  Agnes,  however, 
her  maiden  family  name  has  not  been  learned. 

After  a  long,  tedious  journey  and  despaired  of  ever  reaching 
the  New  World,  the  ship  finally  landed  in  safety  in  Philadelphia. 

Sebastian  was  a  strict  church  member,  and  after  settling 
at  Bri ckerville ,  it  was  said  he  was  an  officer  in  the  Bricker- 
ville  Lutheran  Church,  known  as  the  old  Warwick  Church,  which 
was  organized  in  1730. 

He  bought  64  acres  from  the  Penns,  August  25,  1742,  Copy 
of  Original  Record  in  Volume  A-75,  page  180;  and  222  acres, 
January  26,  1743,  Copy  of  Original  Record  in  Volume  A-75, 
page  179.  June  20,  1754,  Sebastian  deeded  to  his  son  Samuel, 

136  acres  of  the  latter  tract.  The  heirs  deeded  to  the 
Brubakers  the  paternal  estate  of  192  acres  in  1752.  It  can 
readily  be  seen  that  Sebastian  owned  as  much  as  328  acres  near 
Brickerville,  Lancaster  County,  or  42  acres  more  than  the  two 
tracts  above,  bought  from  the  Penns.  Tradition  credits  him 
with  as  much  as  500  acres.

"Whereas  by  the  encouragement  given  by  the  Honorable 
William  Penn,  Esquire,  late  proprietary  and  Governor  of  the 
province  of  Pennsylvania,  and  by  the  permission  of  his  late 
Majesty,  King  George  the  First,  of  blessed  memory,  and  his 
predecessors,  Kings  and  Queens  of  England,  etc.,  divers 
Protestants  who  were  subjects  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany,  a 
prince  in  amity  with  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  transported 
themselves  and  estates  into  the  province  of  Pennsylvania 
between  the  years  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  one  thousand 
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seven  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  since  they  came  hither  have 
contributed  very  much  to  the  enlargement  of  the  British  Empire 
and  to  the  raising  and  improving  sundry  commodities  fit  for 
the  markets  of  Europe,  and  have  always  behaved  themselves 
religiously  and  peaceably,  and  have  paid  a  due  regard  and 
obedience  to  the  laws  and  government  of  this  province. 

uAnd  whereas  many  of  the  said  persons,  to  wit,  Martyn 
Mylin,  Hans  Graaf,  .  .  .  Bastian  Royer,  Jonas  Lerow,  Simeon 

King,  John  Aybe  and  Everard  Ream,  all  of  Lancaster  County  in 
the  said  province;  ...  in  demonstration  of  their  affection 
and  zeal  for  his  present  Majesty's  person  and  government, 
qualified  themselves  by  taking  the  qualification  and  subscribing 
the  declaration  directed  to  be  taken  and  subscribed  by  the 
several  acts  of  parliament  made  for  the  security  of  His  .Majesty's 
person  and  government  and  for  preventing  the  dangers  which  may 
happen  by  Popish  recusants,  &c,  and  thereupon  have  humbly 
signified  to  the  Governor  and  the  representatives  of  the 
freemen  of  this  province,  in  general  assembly  met,  that  they 
have  purchased  (and  do  hold)  lands  of  the  proprietary  and 
others  His  Majesty's  subjects  within  this  province,  and  have 
likewise  represented  their  great  desire  of  being  made  partakers 
of  those  privileges  which  the  natural-born  subjects  of  Great 
Britain  do  enjoy  within  this  province,  and  it  being  just  and 
reasonable  that  those  persons  who  have  bona  fide  purchased  lands 
and  who  have  given  such  testimony  of  their  affection  and  obedience 
to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  should  as  well  be  secured  in  the 
enjoyment  of  their  estates  a3  encouraged  in  their  laudable 
affection  to  and  zeal  for  the  English  constitution: 

(’’Section  1.)  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Honorable  Patrick 
Gordon,  Esquire,  (Lieutenant)  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  &c . ,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  free¬ 
men'  of  the  said  Province  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  That  Martyn  Mylin,  .  .  .  ’’Bastian  Royer, 
Jonas  Lerow,  Simeon  King,  John  Aybe,  Everard  Ream,  John  Negley, 
Bernard  Ressnor,  John  Wistor,  John  Frederick  Ax,  John  Philip 
Bohn,  hnthony  Yerkhas  and  Herman  Yerkhas  be  and  shall  be  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  deemed,  taken  and  esteemed  His  Majesty's 
natural-born  subjects  of  this  province  of  Pennsylvania  as  if 
they  and  each  of  them  had  been  born  within  the  said  province, 
and  shall  and  may  and  every  of  them  shall  and  may  within  this 
province  take,  receive,  enjoy  and  be  entitled  to  all  rights, 
privileges  and  advantages  of  natural-born  subjects  as  fully  to 
all-  intents,  constructions  and  purposes  whatsoever  as  any  of  His 
Majesty's  natural-born  subjects  of  this  province  can,  do  or 
ought  to  enjoy  by  virtue  of  their  being  His  Majesty's  natural - 
born  subjects  of  His  Majesty's  said  province  of  Pennsylvania. 
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‘‘Passed  February  14,  1729-30.  Apparently 
never  considered  by  the  Crown,  but  allowed  to  become 
a  law  by  lapse  of  time,  in  accordance  with  the 
proprietary  charter.  See  Volume  III,  Appendix  V, 
Section  1 .  ”

It  is  probable  that  Sebastian  Reyer  could  not  prove 
he  was  naturalized  1729,  or  there  may  have  been  a  techni¬ 
cal  consideration,  as  he  was  called  ’’Bastian'*  in  1729. 


Sebastian  Royer,  died  near  Brickerville ,  in  Elizabeth 
Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1758  or  1759.  This 
we  have  from  the  fact  that  letters  of  administration  were  taken 
out  by  his  oldest  son  Emig,  February  24,  1759,  and  his  .last  will 
was  executed  August  3,  1758.  Where  his  remains  rest  is  not 
known.  It  is  presumed,  however,  that  he  was  buried  in  the  large 
Lutheran  Cemetery  in  Brickerville. 


Sebastian  Royer  had  seven  children, 
in  the  order  in  which  they  appear  in  the 
father's  estate.

Spmuel,  the  third  son  of  Sebastian  Royer,  was  born  in 
Europe  and  came  to  America  with  his  father.  He  was  an  adult 
in  1743  when  his  father  was  naturalized,  therefore  no  legal 
action  was  taken  for  him,  however,  he  found  it  necessary  to 
establish  the  right  to  sell  property  and  in  1765  he  was 
naturalized. 

"Samuel  Royer,  Warwick  Township,  Lancaster

On  June  20,  1754,  Sebastian  deeded  to  his  son  Samuel, 

136  acres  of  the  tract  of  land  described  in  Volume  A-75, 

Page  179. 

In  the  settlement  of  Sebastian  Royer's  estate  the  name 
of  Samuel's  wife  appears  as  Julian .  She  probably  died  and  he 
married  as  a  second  wife  Eve. 

The  following  is  from  "Proceedings  of  Orphan's  Court  of 
Lancaster",  Volume  1763  -  1767,  Page  16,  September  6,  1763: 

» 

"Eve  Ryer,  now  wife  of  John  Ungar,  formerly  widow  of 
Samuel  Ryer,  of  Warwick  Township,  who  died  intestate,  left  a 
widow  and  four  children;  had  150  acres  of  land." 

Court  held  July  19,  1764,  Page  93: 

"Petition  of  Samuel  Royer,  eldest  son  of  Samuel  Royer, 
late  of  Warwick  Township,"  etc.

Samuel,  the  eldest  son  of  Samuel,  was  born  in  1738.  He 
evidently  married  Catherine  Lampshear  before  he  left  Lancaster 
County  as  his  son  Daniel  was  born  April  27,  1762. 

His  application  number  5527,  West  Side  Application  Book, 
is  dated  1769,  Antrim  Township,  Cumberland  County,  for  100  acres

Application  number  5528,  dated  1769,  for  80  acres, 
returned  May  3,  1774,  and  patented  83  acres,  76  perches,  May  3, 
1774;  cost  4  pounds,  3  shillings,  name  of  tract,  Reinard's 
Victory,  Survey  Copy  in  Book  C  -  163,  page  207. 

Another  tract  warranted  to  Andrew  Jack,  patented,  Samuel 
Royer,  December  15,  1772,  adjoining  William  Beatty  and  John 
Gordon.  Name  of  tract,  Dry  Point,  amount  165  acres,  27  perches, 
cost  8  pounds,  5  shillings,  Survey  Copy  in  Book  C  -  163, 
page  208,  May  3,  1774. 

The  following  is  taken  from  Caveat  Book  Number  5  (Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Archives,  Third  Series,  Volume  2,  page  568): 

"Whereas  I  entered  a  Caveat  against  the 
acceptance  of  a  Survey  of  One  hundred  &  eleven  Acres 
of  Land  in  Antrim,  Cumberland  County  for  James  Jack, 

'Which  I  now  understand  belongs  to  Samuel  Royer,  Now 
these  are  to  certify  that  I  was  mistaken  in  entering 
a  Caveat  against  that  Tract,  The  Land  for  which  I 
have  a  Warrant  being  about  two  Miles  distant  there¬ 
from  and  therefore  desire  the  said  Royer  may  have 
his  patent  notwithstanding  my  said  Caveat.  Witness 
my  Hand  this  28th  April,  1774.

Samuel  served  as  Captain  in  the  Sixth  Company  of  the  First 
Cumberland  County  Militia  Battallion,  He  entered  the  service 
July  28,  1777.  This  Company  was  originally  enlisted  and  came 
from  Waynesboro  and  vicinity.  His  Company  v/as  later  transferred 
to  the  Eighth  Battallion  and  constituted  it’s  First  Company. 

He  re-enlisted  in  1778  and  in  1780.  (Pennsylvania  Archives, 

5th  Series,  Volume  6,  page’s  88,  90,  511,  516,  531,  585,  609.) 
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A  story  is  told  that  during  a  period  of  dire  need  for  a 
meat  supply  in  Washington’s  Army,  Captain  Samuel  Royer  ordered 
his  eldest  son  Daniel,  who  was  only  fifteen  years  at  the  time, 
to  drive  his  entire  herd  of  cattle  from  his  home  to  Washington's 
Headquarters  at  Valley  Forge,  which  the  young  man  carried  out. 

Samuel  spent  most  of  his  life  on  his  farm  in  Cumberland, 
later  Franklin  County.

Captain  Samuel  died  in  1823.  He  is  buried  in  the  Royer 
Cemetery,  East  of  Waynesboro,  near  Shockey's  Mills,  Washington 
Township,  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania.
